“It is hard to get good pictures 
here. Generally too cloudy, 
UNDER SHELL FIRE. 

‘Night before last was my first 
experience under fire and strange 
to say I didn’t feel any different 
from other times. We were about 
one and one-half miles from the 
German trenches and very much in 
sight of the German guns and aer. 
oplanes. We stopped just outside 
a small village to watch the bat- 
tery fire from the hills) From there 
we sould see them start shelling 
the village, It is more than like- 
ly the Germans saw our amunition 
train coming and Increased their 
shelling of the town. The enemy 
shelis the ammunition trucks when- 
ever possible. Orders were’ im- 
mediate!v given us to leave. As we 
did the shells began bursting all 
about us.- The shells came to all 
parts of the town and we could 
hear them as they exploded and 
the building collapsed, Three big 
ones NM closc to us. As we left 
the village, shells began to whistle 
over our heads at a height of about 
15 or 20 feet. They kept exploding 
at distances of 50 feet ahead of us 
all along the road. It was just one 
ghell crater after another which we 
would pass, 

SCREENED ROAD. 

“Th road we were on is a screen- 
ed road. Luckily—-no one was hurt. 
The place where we delivered the 
shells was surrounded with guns, 
They were shooting so fast that I 
eould hardly hear anything around 
me, When a hig gun goes off it 
shakes vou all to pieces. ‘‘Now and 
then | could hear a “fuse arrive” 
such as howitzer shells are called. 
They whistle shrilly ag they pass. 
Many landed near us. 

WUNS ROAR. 

“Coming to the ramparts, one car 
went into an abandoned trench. The 
driver struck a light to get his 
tearing and immediately the Ger- 
Mans commenced to shell the sec- 
tion all around us. J happened to 
be coming by at that time. Later 
while crossing a bridge it blew up 
No one was hurt. The poor fellow 
that was stuck in the trench got 
over just a few seconds before. He 
was scared to death. He was Her- 
bert Kendal. Shortly after this six 
ears went into a ditch and broke the 
eonvoy all up or we would have had 
2 citation to receive the Croix de 
Guerre for our excellent work under 
fire. It would have been nice had 
we received the citation—but we 
Gidn’t.
